Spbonsored by the Employer Ad- 
visory Council of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，the panel 
Presentations and small group 
discussions served as a_ vehicle for 
educational interchange about 
stereotypes，barriers to effective 
communication and corporate 
games，and other factors that 
prevent Asian Americans from 
entering a job，and then，once 
there, mnoving up， 

“SIDETRACK” 

According to Stewart Pitner， 
director of employment and train- 
jing for PC& 下 ,the presence of am 
accent,， unfamiliar mannerisms OF 
different writing style may be 
enough to“sidetrack”a potential 
emplover from hiring someone. 
“These factors stress the com- 
munications link, ”he added. 


Kay Richards，a UC Berkeley 
instructor and a 和 orean immi- 
grant herself，further explained 
that an immigrant may feel psy- 
chologically fearful because they 
cantspeak thelanguage and often 
misunderstand their bosses' de- 
mands, The problem may become 
even more difficult as an em- 
ployee advances in the company， 

“As we go up，there are more 
and more different levels of 
communication; it's not just an 
idea，but also an _ attitude and a 
Psychology,” she noted. 

“Most employers say that they 


don't have problems with Asians; 


their problems are more with 
blacks and Hispanics, Theybelieve 
that Asians have good jobs 
already,” observed Doug Reid， 
coordinator-Employment Com- 
pliance at Chevron. 
PROFITABTELE 
Referiingto the phenomenon of 
many Asians getting a job but not 
advancing to _ higher leveljs，Reid 
noted,， “Asians are in a unique 
situation compared to blacks.” 
The recurring theme of the 
conference centered on what the 
conference organizers referred to 
as the “bottom line, ”which，as 


stated by Bill Castellanos，per- 
Sonnel manager of KTVU-TV，is 
that “companies which are more 
旦 exible about，and sensitive to， 
the needs of culturally diverse 
employees are- more 1likely to 
succeed in todays world.” 

Henry Der，executive director 
of CAA，reduced the bottom line 
to one word: profitability.“How 
can corporations Use Asians to 
make themselves more prof- 
itable?” 

One participant，Moon Yuen， 
formerly an engineer with Bech- 
tel，cited that corporationm's slow 
Promotionrate for Asians as one of 
the reasons for his decision to 
Tesign and start his own company 
Over seven years ago0， 

“There's an outward flight of 
Asian professicnals. All that talent 
leaving costs money for the cor- 
poration,”he noted. 

Many of Yuen's 20 em- 
ployees are not native English- 
Speakers，but because he em- 
phasizes English communication 
and _ training,，some of those 
employees now have improved 
their English，Yuen argued that 
managers must look formore than 
just profits out of their employees， 

“There's a lot of ,potential out 


there; they just have to be willing. 


to learn from the employees,”he 
contended 
VOLUNTARY 
In addition to the prevention of 
a talent draina，Pitner pointed out 
that _ corporations could save 


money with better equal oppor-， 


tunity prograrmns， 

“If we could spend even one- 
tenth of the money we spend on 
class action litigation 一 :millions 
一 we would have a good equal 
employment opportunity pro- 
gram, ”Pitner noted， 

Though organizers felt the 
gathering was successful，they 
stressed that it was but 'a spring- 
board for other future activities 
designed to educate more em- 
ployers_ and the Asian com- 
munity. "Participants _ challenged 
and encouraged each other to 
return to their companies and talk 
with the decision-makers who can 
revise hiring and promoting pro- 
cedures. 

“We are asking what can the 
Private sector do on a voluntary 
basis and by bypassing litigation,” 


Der said，while admitting that 
filing complaints and Partici- 
pating in lawsuits remain impor- 
tant.“VWe feel we can get the same, 
results 让 groups like CAA and 
employers work together on a 
Cooperative basis.” 

At least one of the members of 
the Advisory Council，PG&E， 
Imay already have begun to imple- 
Iment this objective: Pitner noted 
that his company had recently 
hired an Asian woman executive 
who,in turn，has affected the 
Subsequent hiring of other Asians 
there.
